The Pennsylvania state legislature 


la still experiencing some difficulty In 
getting down to the real task of law- 
making owlni to the mix-up over the 
appointment of the standing commit 
tees and the adoption of the new rules 
as authorised under the new 'method 
adopted at the organization of tho 
house. So far the senate has had lit 
IU or no difficulty in getting under 
way, but It cannot do much until tlio 
popular branch baa started the actual 
work, and It will probably be a week 
or more before the standing commit 
tees of the respective houses are prop- 
erly organized and ready for the con 
alderation of bills. 


Rvery sign at the present writing 


points to the fact that the session will 
be an unusually long one, and old oil- 
servers are of the opinion that It will 
be well Into the month of June before 
a final adjournment can be effected. A 
tremendous mass of legislation has 
been prepared for presentation, and as 
much iioro Is still In process of urepii 
ration, and almost every subject Im 
aginaue will be touched on before the 
members can see their way clear to 
begin the weeding out process. Public- 
hearings by the various committees cm 
the different pieces of proposer! legi- 
latlon will be held at as early a clat 
aa possible, so that the calendars cat 
be brought up to a point when bill 
can be.placed before the membershi 
aa a whole for final consideration, bu 
it will undoubtedly take several week 
before this can be accomplished. Tin 
acute drawing of the factional line-. 
over Uie speakershlp battle has no 
yet died away, and Uere are sonn 
ugly rumbllugs heard at coming alii 
anccB. both offensive aad defensive 
that do not look well for tho activ 
and prompt consideration of bills an 
reports of commissions.

Piobably one of Uie most Important 


bills to the business men of the state 
that will come before the legislature Is 
the une providing for the repeal of the 
mercantile tax laws, which have long 
been regarded by the tradespeople as 
being unfair and Iniquitous. Attempts 
have been made at almost every see- 
slon of the legislature to wipe out this 
form ot taxation ever since it became 
•operative, but each time .the politica 
pressure was so strong on the mem 
bars that It fell by the wayside. Tlii- 
tlme the friends of the repeal are 
banking on the fact that the present 
legislature Is so Independently Inclined 
that it will at last heed the appeal of 
the merchants and wipe out this law 
The present agitation gets Its real Im- 
petus from the business association 
of Allegheny county, which haa a,l- 
"dressed a memorial to the committee 
OB revision of taxation authorize,! b:. 
the last legislature. This body Is ask 
ed to recommend to the legislature 
that this form ot taxation be repealed 
on the grounds that It is an unjust, 
Inequitable and unpopular form or tax- 
ation, for the reason that It is directed 
against a certain class of business 
men of the state, while the manufact- 
urer, the architect, the engineer, n<c 
sub-contractor, the doctor, the lawyer, 
etc., are not taxed for the business 
they do In the state. 


Another reason advanced Is that the 


gross receipts of a business are taxed, 
regardless of 
the profits, which Is 


claimed to be very unfair, as some 
merchants do a large business on a 
small margin of credit which operates 
lo the benefit of the community. 
Aiding Widows and Abandoned Mothers 


State Senator John 0. Sheatz, of 


Philadelphia, has prepared a bill far 
Introduction at an early date prov hi 
Ing monthly payments to Indigent. 
widowed or abandoned mothers tur 
partial support of their children In 
their own homes.

Against Changing School Code. 


Althcmaii the sL!"e board of educa- 


tion in i's biennial report states that 
tin- saciiiai) comlltlons of the rural 
schools in Pennsylvania are deplor- 
able, they uphold the efficiency of. the 
present .school c-ode and trie report ad- 
vises a«aii!.<t any radical changeo be 
ing made in the law. The reforms ne- 
cessary, it slates, are matters of loca! 
adMinistri'.tiun solely and could be 
remedied k> Hie local-school boards 


toard, however, strongly 
ri'iise of $5,000,000 in the 
roprlation, and declares 


vJuction in the size of the 
ui hoards Is one of the moat 
(lit-. t>s of legislation ever en 


acted, as it »'as shown that an Incal- 
culable amount of time was thereby 
saved aud the efficiency of the schoo; 
administration was Increased. Tht 
board gives as its ultimate object the 
i-cjualizaiion of educational opportunl 
tit-s throughout tbe state to prevent 
the desire t'or transfer of attendance 
by pupils from their home to another 
district. 


On iho question of an additional ap 


propriation the report states that with- 
out this increase the school code can- 
not lie fully effective. The money ob 
talnrd from tbe local communities Is 
said to be insufllc lent and tbe present 
schoo! tax rate is as great as the tax- 
payers will bear. 


Tin' board declares that It has been 


working toward the creation of a per 
manent state school fund, and declares 
that Pennsylvania Is one of the few 
states that does not benefit by such a 
provision. Such a fund is made possi 
Me by the school code, the revenues to 
be derived from escheated estates, tbe 
sale of water rights, the forest reser- 
vations and other sources. 


Statements have been obtained from 


the stockholders of the Edluboro, Call 
fornla, West Chester,' .Lock Haven, 
Bloomsburg and Clarion state normal 
Echools that they would be willing to 
enter into negotiations with the state 
for tbe sale of their schools, and this 
purchase is strongly recommended. 
The property of the thirteen normal 
•chools is worth $5,702,366, .and the 
state holds liens to the amount of $1,- 
571,081! and a private mortgage against 
the thirteen schools amounting t- 
$8211.1115. 


In conclusion the report urges spe 


oial appropriations for the exceptional 
Qommunity where the minimum school 
'.erni could not be maintained even by 
levying the maximum tax rate. Tht 
.-lumber of pupils who suffer by the 
jnusual conditions Is comparatively 
small, and the board is convinced tha' 
is a matter of justice special provls 
ons should be made In these In- 
stances.

Soil Snmr in Buck*. 


The Beld work of the reconnolsse-tce 


soli survey of Southeastern Pennsyl- 
vania, made by experts from the Bur- 
eau of Soils, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has been completed and 
the report will bo issued during the 
latter part of the coming summer. 


The work was done for the pur- 


pose of showing the agricultural val- 
ue of tbe soils of the area and what 
crops they are best adapted to. The 
adaptability of tbe bolls to fruit pro- 
duction "'ill are especially touched 
upon in the report. 
The territory covered by tbe sur- 


vey amounts to 10,260 square miles 
and embraces the counties of North- 
umberland, Montour, Colombia, Liz- 
erne, Monroe, Carbon, Northampton, 
Scbuylkill, Leblgh, 
Bucks, 
Berks, 


Lebanon, Dauphin, Lancaster, York, 
Chester, Delaware, Philadelphia and 
Montgomery. 
The report when printed will treat 


exhaustively on the soils and their 
characteristics, what crops they are 
particularly adapted to, and bow they 
should be treated and managed in or- 
der to obtain the best passible agricul- 
tural results. 


A soil and topographic map will 


accompany the report, showing in 
colors the location and extent of var- 
ious types of soils encountered during 
the survey, as well as the location of 
all' farms, scboolbouses, churches pub- 
lic roads, streams and railroads in 
the counties.

Tbis Esster will be a phenomenon 


in that it will fall on Moron 23.

Easter comes very close to setting a 
record tbis year. It can never come 
earlier than March 23* The only time 
it did or could do this from the year 
1801 to 2000 was in 1818. This was 
made possible by a full moon on 
March 21 and the day following being 
Sunday. 
J 1 bis coincidence does not occur more 
than once in a century and it Is only 
then tbat the Ke«st of Ascension can 
occur In April, and then only on 
April 30. As Easter Is the most Im- 
portant of all the movable feasts of the 
Christian Church It determines all 
tbe rest. 


Hence next year Ash Wednesday 
comes on February 6, Ascension on 
Thursday, May 1 and Pentecost May 


.Sixty-seven years ago and fifty-six 
years ago Easter occurred on the same 
date as it does In 1913. Tbe next year 
when- Easter will pay an early visit 
will be in 1940, when it comes on 
March 24. In 1951 it arrives on March 
25. In the year 1815 it fell .upon March 
26; also in the years 1826, 1837, 1883 
and 1894. It will come again March 
26 in 1967, 1978 and 1989. 


Tbe latest Easter nf the nineteenth 


and twentieth centuries was in 1859 
when it fell on April 24 In 1846 and 
190* it occurred on April 23.

Several new barns of the latest im- 
proved pattern were recautly erected. 
The farm is a;i up-to-date one and hns 
iminy improvements in the way of 
machinery appliance*. 


It i» the plan of lite show people to 
make the farm their winter quarters, 
in place of the Inter-State Fair 
grounds in Trenton. The high rental 
paid for the latter placn and Its un- 
suitable condition for this use made 
the move necessary. The concern In- 
tends to place the farm under cultiva- 
tion, and for this purpose will keep a 
force of men at work there all the 
time. The food supply of both the 
performers and animals will, be partly 
supplied in this way, milking a mater- 
ial difference In the cosl of living In 
their "oft season."

ient to the New York division of the 
Pennsylvania liailroad. rt siding will 
Lie built so that the «ain|iHii.y's curs 
and rollng stock can be kept there 
during the winter for re-palntiiiR and 
repairing.

Mattresies For Plate GlaM. 


The mattresses wbereon we sleep 


are by no means the only ones. There 
la, for Instance, tho mattress that ia 
placed lu wagons for tbt> conveyance 
of plate glass in safety. These wagon 
mattressesj are made of curled hair. 
They are of a thickness scarcely great- 
er tlitin thtit of the coverlet that Is 
known as a "comfortable." The ex- 
igencies of plate glass transportation 
require that these mattresses be con- 
structed with exceeding care, Inas- 
much as a slight lump anywhere in 
the rnattresfs might prove sufficient to 
cause the breakage of the glass tunt 
rests upon it. 
In the event of two 


plates of glass resting upon that lump 
at the snine time still greater danger 
to the glass is courted. These plate 
glass mattresses cost, according to 
size, from $GO to $75. The mere remak- 
ing of such a mattress may cost from 
$20 to $25.-Harper's.

Rain Making Fallacies. 


The liuitecl States weiilher bureau 


has uiauj' times given its opinion that 
tlie production of rain at a time when 
It would not otherwise have fallen can- 
not be brought about by any uieanajn 
the power of man. Tbe enormous 
welght-ef air lu a storm cloud of even 
moderate extent prevents our believliiK 
that n discharge of powder or dynamite 
can affect the cloud. Even If a greiit 
' shock could be given to the air, there Is 
no reason to believe that a shock can 
condense water vapor to water drops, 
producing a cloud in clear air and caus- 
ing a downfall of rain from the cloud 
thus formed. Water vapor Is not con- 
densed Into water by a shock. It is 
condensed by cooling. The popular no- 
tion that rain Is caussed by great bat- 
tles or other explosions is regarded by 
iclentlflc men as entirely crroneous.-
